New York, July 18.—A rbitration of 
the steelw orkers’ strike is already being 
talked of by tho local representatives of 
tho American Federation of Labor w ith 
which the Amalgam ated association of 
Iron and Steel workers is affiliated. The 
subject has been discussed by tho or­ 
ganizers of the federation aud it was 
said th ,;t though the strikers in quitting 
work s ruck the first blow, they will 
probably be ready to arbitrate the strike 
soon. 
It was said that the national civic fed­ 
eration which tr ie d to cuttle the strike 
of the machinists, but did not succeed, 
stand ready to assist in arbitrating the 
strike of the steel workers if called 
upon. 
Theodore Shaffer, president of 
the 
Amalgamated Association, is a 
member of the arbitration board of the 
civic federation as are Samuel Gompers 
aud the leaders of a num ber of other 
labor bodies.

New York, July is.—Arbitration of 
th e I tho steelworkers’ strike is already being 
talked of by tho local representatives of 
tho American Federation of Labor with 
which the Amalgamated association of 
Iron aud Steel workers is affiliated. The 
subject lins been discussed by tho or­ 
ganizer* of the federation aud it was 
said that t hough the strikers in quitting 
W’ork s .-uck the first blow, they will 
probably be ready to arbitrate the strike 


Boon. 
It was said that tho national civic fed­ 
eration which tried to Kettle the strike 
of tho machinists, but did not succeed, 
stand ready to assist in arbitrating the 
strike of the steel workers if called 
upon. 
Theodore Shaffer, president of 
the 
Amalgamated Association, is a 
member of the arbitration board of the 
civio federation as are Samuel Gompers 
and the leaders of a number of other 
labor bodies. 
Independent of the civio federation 
it was learned that the organizers of 
the federation are preparing to have 
arbitrators on hand in caso any emer­ 
gency occurs rendering it necessary for 
them to provide arbitrators. 
As the 
federation, if the strike lasts more than 
a week or two will have to face the 
question of a general per capita assess­ 
ment in aid of the strikers, the organ­ 
izers are anxious to have the strike 
ended soon. 
Herman Robinson, who is general or­ 
ganizer for the Federation in the east­ 
ern states, said that the Federation 
stands ready to assist, as soon as arbitra­ 
tion is asked for. 
A letter is to be sent 
to the executive committee of the Fed­ 
eration submitting the name of Herman 
Ridder as an arbitrator aud asking that 
he be approved by the committee.
